Washington. D. C., Aug. 31.-(Spe- 


cia! C orrespondence.)—For the past 


few weeks the Washington public has 
been highly 
entertained by a serio­ 
comic light in the camp of the gentle­ 
men who so loudly proclaim 
their 
monopoly of the good motives of the 
universe. The occasion of this ludi­ 
crous jumble was furnished by the 
recent visit of the Boer delegates to 


the capital. 
When it was positively known that 
they were coming, it was the intention 
of the citizens, irrespective of party, 
to tender them a proper reception. 
However, before a meeting could be 
called by the representative business 
men of Washington the irrepressible 
Hon. William Sulzer, the Tammany 
congressman who revolves like a pin 
wheel, bobbed up and seized upon the 
undertaking. 
It appears that Sulzer had taken the 
precaution to have some correspond­ 
ence with the Boer officials, and this, 
according to the East Side mode of 
reasoning, clearly entitled him to pitch 
in and become the whole thing. He 
called a meeting that was composed 
largely of gentlemen of the Sulzer cal­ 
ibre, and from which the substantial 
I citizens of Washington remained stu­ 
diously away. Sulzer was chosen as 
chairman of the committee to receive 
the Boers and was clothed with ex­ 
traordinary power. He appointed the 
sub com mittees, arranged the program 
for the reception and public m eeting, 
and the hand of the Tammany states­ 
man was to be found in all the most 
important details. It was to be a Sul- 
zerite affair from,start to finish. 
By this time it was plain to be seen 
; 
that the affair was being utilized as 
a Democratic campaign card. Demo- 
cratio senators 
and representatives 
were selected as vice presidents and 
orators for the meeting, hut the pro­ 
grams were so carefully arranged that 
at each of these functions Mr. Sulzer 
was the principal orator.

The 
speeches of Sulzer, Davis, the Hon. 
“Windy” Allen, of Nebraska, and a 
few of the lesser lights were touch­ 
up ing, and that was Just what they were 
intended to be. 
After the speeches were well under 
way Mr. Sulzer announced that a col­ 
lection for the benefit of the widows 
and orphans of th® Boer soldiers 
would be taken up, and he immedi­ 
ately called for subscriptions, leading 
off himself with a liberal sum. Bo* 
Peatedly would Sulzer call the names 
of members of the audience and sug­ 
gest that they contribute. Placed in 
such uncomfortable positions there 
g was nothing for them to do but 
“shell out,” and when tfie Rand bag­ 
ong process had been completed It 


was supposed that the widows and 
orphans of the Boers would be the 
recipients of over $1,800. The meet-1 
ing was voted a success from a finan­ 
cial standpoint and the Boer delegates 
appeared to be highly pleased over the 
showing of substantial sympathy. 
But it is the sequel that amuses. By 
this time the pro-Boer movement in 
Washington had degenerated openly 
into a Democratic, anti-expansion and 
Bryan side show and the Bryanites 
were whooping it up to the best of 
their ability. However, there was 
some degree of satisfaction to be 
found in the fact that $1,800 had been 
raised for the distressed families of 
the Boer soldiers, and the 
thought 
that they were to be relieved even to 
that extent was pleasing. 
Mr. Sulzer, by reason of his posi­ 
tion as supreme dictator, was made 
the custodian and disbursing agent of 
the fund and was authorized to apply 
the same to the suffering Boers as 
his judgment should dictate. 
How 
well he did this is shown by the report 
of the committee appointed to inves­ 
tigate the affair. 
Dr. W. A. Croffut is one of the most 
rampant of the local anti-expansion­ 
ists. 
He also makes a specialty of 
pro-Boer sympathies. Being an all- 
around anti-administration man, the 
doctor entered heartily into the recep­ 
tion to the delegates from South Af­ 
rica, believing that considerable Dem­ 
ocratic capital might 
be made out 
of the affair if it were only properly 
worked. However, the doctor is not 
an ardent admirer of Sulzer, and a 
short time ago he took it upon him­ 
self to make inquiry as to the num­ 
ber of Boer widows and orphans re­ 
lieved by the $1,800 fund. 
A little investigation convinced Dr. 
Croffut that none of the money had 
been expended as its donors intended 
it should be and he openly charged 
that It had been diverted. This led to 
a call for a meeting of the Sulzer com­ 
mittee. 
At that time the busy Tammany 
statesman was engaged in circulating 
between Lincoln and Kansas City in 
his memorable candidacy for the vice 
presidential nomination and his ad­ 
mirers declared that Croffut’s charges 
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were but the outcome of a deep-laid 
plot of the trusts and English money 
to bring about vSulzer’s defeat 
But 
Croffut is a persistent person and con- 
tinued to insist that there was some-. 
thing wrong. 
| 
Finally he succeeded in securing a 
report which showed that, after the 
expense of the Grand Opera House 
meeting had been paid and a few inci­ 
dentals liquidated, the sum of $18 and 
a few odd cents remained for the Boer 
widows and orphans. 
It was under the cover of “inciden­ 
tals” the richness was found. Under 
this head railway fares, hotel bills and 
livery bills for Tammany politicians 
were paid. 
But the greatest of all were the 
wine bills. 
It is no wonder that the $1,800 sub­ 
scription was made to melt so rapidly. 
When a Tammany statesman under­ 
takes to quench his thirst for liquor 
something is bound to give away, and 
in this particular case it was the 
fund for the widows and orphans of 
the Boer soldiers that vanished. 
According to the report of the aud­ 
iting committee the Washington re­ 
ception to the Boer delegates was a 
disgraceful debauch and the gentle­ 
men who traveled in good faith front 
South Africa to the capital were im­ 
posed upon in the most shameful man 
ner. 


Dr. Croffut is an ardent supporter 
ct Mr. Bryan, but he denounces the 
conduct of the Democratic politicians 
in the most emphatic language. 
Up to the present time the $18 and 
few odd cents remain in the hands of 
the treasurer of the committee, sub­ 
ject to the order of Mr. Sulzer. After 
this shall have been disposed of an 
other incident in Democratic sympathy 
tor down trodden humanity may be 
considered as closed.

In the grounds of the British lega­ 
tion, where a handful of men withstood 
th e millions of the Chinese cap ital for 
6*1 days, a memorable celebration is in 
p rogress tonight in vindication of that 
p rincip le. 
Missionaries 
assembled 
abou t Bell Tower singing theDcx ology. 
Rockets are blazing; soldiers no 1 civil­ 
ians of all nationalities are fraterniz­ 
ing; the women are ap p aluding the 
sound of the cp nnon that are smashing 
the yellow roofs of the Forbidden City, 
The tired Sikhs are p lanting their 
tents on the lawn, and the American 
and Russian contingents are lighting 
camp fires along the stretch of tu rf ex ­ 
tending beyond the T artar wall. 
Through the ruins of the foreign set­ 
tlem ent an eager, cosmop olitan crowd 
Is jostling, Indians, Cossacks, legation 
ladies, dip lomats, Americans from the 
billp p ines and French discip linarians 
from Saigon (who kep t discreetly to 
th e rear while the fighting was in p rog­ 
ress, but came consp icuously to the 
front when looting began.) Only the 
Jap anese, who have earned first p lace, 
are absent. 
Resident foreigners welcome the lux - 
Tiry of walking about and immunity 
from bullets. The newcomers are anx ­ 
iou s to Insp ect the evidences of a his­ 
toric defense. 
The barricades are, a f­ 
te r all, the most wonderful sight In 
Peking. 
The barriers hedging the 
British legation are a marvel of stone 
an d brick walls and earthworks. Sand­ 
bags shield every foot of sp ace. 
The 
top s of the walls have niches for the 
riflemen and the buildings at their p or­ 
ticos and windows have armor box es, 
bags stuffed with dirt and p illows, too. 
Back of the nited States legation is 
a work named “ Fort Myers,” which 
th e marines held, comp letely screening 
both sidos of the walls with step s lend­ 
ing to it. There is n loop holed barrier 
across the wall which faces a similar 
Chinese work a few yards away. 
An­ 
other 
wall bars Legation street 
In 
front of the German legation, and, 
confronting the 
enemy’s barricades 
within those limits, are yet more walls, 
enabling the foreigners to contract the 
area of defense If p ressed. 
The tons of the American and Brit­ 
ish buildings were badly torn by the 
Chinese shells. The rest of the foreign 
settlement 
was 
almost 
demolished. 
Ten thousand eight hundred shells fell 
there during the first three weeks of 
th bombardment. 400 In one day. Bu ck­ 
etfu ls of bullets were gathered In the 
-fjrounds. 
Fou r hundred and fourteen p oonle 
lived in the comp ound through the 
greater nart of the siege. 
Three hu n­ 
dred and four marines, assisted by 83 
volunteers, commanded by the . Eng­ 
lish cap tain. Poole, defended the p lace.

before all of these rep lies are receiv­ 
ed. According to their formal ex p res­ 
sions, all of the p owers are agreed 
up on this one p oint—they do not de­ 
sire to enter up on a formal war ujK>n 
China. 
The United States govern­ 
ment is trying to bring about this re­ 
sult. 
For the moment it finds Itself side 
by side wilh Russia, whose earnest­ 
ness 
cannot 
be 
questioned at 
this 
time. 
The object now In view is to 
bring about a situation in China that 
will admit of the beginning of nego­ 
tiations looking to the re-establish­ 
ment of order and the cessation of 
hostilities, the insurance of p rotec­ 
tion to foreign life and p rop erty. Af­ 
ter that the negotiations may touch 
up on other questions that remain to 
be settled. 
It is with this object that 
Russia has suggested the withdrawal 
from Peking, in order that the Chi­ 
nese government 
may 
resume the 
reins of p ower, for the Chinese p eo-[ 
p ie, being guided by ex ternals, are 
not ap t to yield fealty to a govern­ 
ment not In the p ossession of its own 
cap ital. 
The United States govern­ 
ment has been earnestly champ ion­ 
ing the cause of LI 
Hu ng Chang 
from 
a 
p recisely 
similar 
moth e, 
namely, a desire to sp eedily rehabili­ 
tate the Chinese government in order 
that it may carry out Its ex p resse 
desire to settle the difficulties which 
have arisen. 
This has been the ob­ 
ject of the negotiations of the last few 
days, and the Russian note ami the 
United States resp onse were bu t the 
p arts of the general p lan. 


In ten tio n o f Other Power*. 
In resp onding to the Russian note 
as It did. the United States govern­ 
ment availed Itself of the op p ortunity 
of directly 
inviting 
the 
remaining 
p owers to ex p ress their desires in 
the m atter of a settlement, or. rather, 
to Indicate how. in their judgment, 
p eace negotiations could be thu s in- 
stutited. 
This note is calculated to 
secure a full disclosure of the Inten­ 
tions of the p owers, if the inquiry 
is met by them in the frank sp irit in 
which it was conceived by the United 
States government. The difficulty ap ­ 
p rehended now in reaching a settle­ 
ment lies In the intentional delay and 
p rocrastination on the p art of any 
p ower which is concealing its tru e 
p urp ose, and does not desire to avoid 
a formal war. 
The 
state dep artm ent Is already 
embarrassed In securing 
resp onses 
to its note challenging the p roduc­ 
tion of objections to LI Hung Chang. 
It ap p ears that much contusion PX. 
Ists at Taku as to what actually had 
been 
decided up on resp ecting

treatm ent of LI Hu ng Chang, should 
be arrive at that p lace en route to Pe­ 
king.

In the grounds of the British lega­ 
tion,where a handful of men withstood 
the millions of the Chinese capital for 
SB days, a memorable celebration is In 
progress tonight in vindication of that 
principle. 
Missionaries 
assembled 
•bout Bell Tower singing the Doxology, 
{lockets are blazing; soldiers an I civil­ 
ians of all nationalities are fraterniz­ 
ing; the women are appaluding the 
•ound of the opinion that are smashing 
the yellow roofs of the Forbidden City. 
The tired Sikhs are planting their 
tents on the lawn, and the American 
•nd Russian contingents are lighting 
campfires along the stretch of turf ex­ 
tending beyond the Tartar wail. 
Through the ruins of the foreign set­ 
tlement an eager, cosmopolitan crowed 
la jostling. Indians, Cossacks, legation 
ladies, diplomats. Americans from the 
hlllppines and French disciplinarians 
from Saigon (who kept discreetly to 
the rear while the lighting was in prog­ 
ress, but came conspicuously to the 
front when lichting began.) Only the 
Japanese, who have earned first place, 
■re absent. 
Resident foreigners welcome th© lux­ 
ury of walking about and Immunity 
from bullets. The newcomers are anx­ 
ious to Inspect the evidences of a his­ 
toric defense. The barricades are, af­ 
ter all. the most wonderful sight in 
Peking. 
The barriers hedging the 
British legation are a marvel of stone 
•n d brick walls and earthworks. Sand­ 
bags shield every foot of space. The 
tops of the walls have niches for the 
riflemen and the buildings at their por­ 
ticos and windows have armor Imxes. 
bags stuffed with dirt and pillows, too. 
Back of the nited States legation Is 
■ work named “Fort Myers," which 
the marines held, completely screening 
both sides of the walls with steps lead­ 
ing to it. There Is a loopholed barrier 
across the wall which faces a similar 
Chinese work a few yards away. An­ 
other 
wall bars Legation street 
in 
front of tile German legation, and, 
confronting the 
enemy’s barricades 
within those limits, are yet more walls, 
enabling the foreigners to contract the 
•rea of defense lf pressed. 
The tons of the American and Brit­ 
ish buildings wore badly torn by the 
Chinese shells. The rest of the foreign 
settlement was almost demolished. 
thousand eight hundred shells fell 
there during the first three weeks of 
th bombardment. 400 In one day. Bnck- 
-ctfnl* of bullets were gathered In the 
grounds. 
Four hundred and fourteen people 
lived In tile compound through the 
^Treater part of the siege. Three hun­ 
dred and four marines, assisted bv 85 
▼olnnteers. commanded by the.E ng­ 
lish captain. Poole, defended the place. 
Eleven civilians were killed and IO 
wounded. Fifty-four marines and sai­ 
lors were killed and 112 wounded.

United States and Russia Are 
Side by Side. 


THEIR INFLUENCE WILL BE FELT. 


After Order Iii China Is Established Othei 
Questions W ill Be Rapidly Disposed 
Of—Ll Hung Chang May Yet Prove an 
Im portant Factor In the Negotiations. 


Washington, Ah". 31.—The United 
States government,having acted upon 
tile Russian 
proposition 
as to 
the 
withdrawal of troops from Peking, is 
now quietly waiting for responses to 
the notes which have been sent to 
our various representatives 
abroad 
for presentation to tile powers. Judg 
lug by tile rate of progress made in 
the 
preceding 
negotiations 
several 
days anil perhaps a week nify pass 
before all of these replies are receiv­ 
ed. According to their formal expres­ 
sions, all of the powers are agreed 
upon this one point—they do not de­ 
sire to enter ujioii a formal war upon 
China. 
The United States govern­ 
ment is trying to bring about this re­ 
sult. 
For the moment It finds Itself side 
by side with Russia, whose earnest­ 
ness cannot he questioned at this 
time. 
The object now in view is to 
bring about a situation in China that 
will admit of the beginning of nego­ 
tiations looking to the re-establish­ 
ment of order and the cessation of 
hostilities, the insurance of protec­ 
tion to foreign life and property. Af­ 
ter that the negotiations may touch 
upon other questions that remain to 
be settled. It is with this object that 
Russia has suggested the withdrawal 
from Peking, in order that the Chi­ 
nese government 
may 
resume the 
reins of power, for the Chinese peo­ 
ple, being guided by externals, are 
not apt to yield fealty to a govern­ 
ment not in the possession of its own 
capital. 
The United States govern­ 
ment has been earnestly champion­ 
ing the cause of Ll Hung Chang 
from 
a 
precisely similar motive, 
namely, a desire to speedily rehabili­ 
tate the Chinese government in order 
that It may carry out its expresse 
desire to settle the difficulties which 
have arisen. 
This has been the ob­ 
ject of the negotiations of the last few 
days, and the Russian note and the 
United States response were but the 
parts of the general plan. 
Intention of Other Powers. 
In responding to the Russian note 
as It did. the United States govern­ 
ment availed itself of the opportunity 
of directly Inviting the remaining 
powers to express their desires in 
the matter of a settlement, or. rather. 
to Indicate how. in their judgment, 
peace negotiations could be thus in- 
stutlted. 
This note Is calculated to 
secure a full disclosure of the Inten­ 
tions of the powers, if the Inquiry 
is met by them In the frank spirit in 
which it was conceived by the United 
States government. The difficulty ap­ 
prehended now In reaching a settle­ 
ment lies In the intentional delay and 
procrastination on the part of any 
power which Is concealing Its true 
purpose, and does not desire to avoid 
a formal war. 
The 
state department Is already 
embarrassed In securing 
responses 
to its note challenging the produc­ 
tion of objections to Ll Hung Chang. 
It appears that much confusion ex­ 
ists at Taku as to what actually had 
been 
decided upon respecting 
the 
treatment of LI Hung Chang, should 
he arrive at that place en route to Pe­ 
king. 
The reports of the naval com­ 
manders to their governments rather 
Increased the confusion in an Inter­ 
national sense. Admiral Remey found 
It difficult to sift out the facts at 
Taku. 
Now 
the state department 
finds the replies so far received from 
Europe 
vague and 
unsatisfactory, 
from the reason that the various gov­ 
ernments appear to have different un­ 
derstanding as to the exact condi­ 
tions at Taku. 
Matter* Soon to Be Adjusted. 
It could not be learned from whom 
replies were received and which were 
missing, but it can be stated that at 
present the question as to the ac­ 
ceptability of Earl Ll as an envoy 
and bls freedom from interference re­ 
main unsettled. 
The advance of the 
Russian proposition may reduce the 
importance of the other nuestlons.for 
with the return of the Chinese gov 
eminent to Peking the smaller mat 
ters of the personalities of the envoys 
and the 
sufficiency of 
credentials 
could be speedily ad lusted. Altogeth­ 
er, the opinion among the members 
of the administration here is that the 
Russian move has been made direct­ 
ly for an cor Hor sot Bement of tH<* 


Chinese difficulties^ th an seemed pos­ 
sible a few days ago. 
S ecretary R >ot. in speaking yester­ 
d ay of tile statem en t in tile C onger 
dispatch, saying th a t P rince C hing 
w as com ing to Peking, said that it 
w as a favorable indication.

He was elected secretary of state in 1884, defeating James W. Newman by 
B vote of 391,597 to 380,355, and was re-elected to the same office in 1886 over 
John McBride by a vote of 341,095 to 329,314. General Robinson was a man 
of mark ed ability. He died at Kenton at the age of 70 years. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON GEDDES. 
George \V. Geddes of Mansfield w'as born at Mou nt Vernon, Ohio, Ju ly 16, 
1824; received a common school edu cation; stu died law in the office of Hon. 
Colu mbu s Delano, and was admitted to the bar in Ju ly, 1845, and was oon- 
tinu oosly engaged in the bu siness of the profession till his demise; was

Ohio; was edu cated in the common schools and at Frank lin college in 
that state; is a farmer and physician; work ed on a farm u ntil nineteen years 
of age; stu died medicine and gradu ated at the University of Pennsylvania, 
and afterward at the medical schools of Edinbu rgh and Paris.

FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


JAM ES S. ROBINSON. 
General James S. Robinson of Kenton, Hardin county, was born on a 
term in Richland county, Ohio, near Mansfield, Oct. 14, 1827. He worked on 
JI farm, r eceived a common school ed- 
location, learned the trade of printing, 
: and en the 31st of December, 1845, re ­ 
move-! to Kenton, and in January, 
j846, established the Kenton Repub­ 
lican. of which he was editor and pro­ 
prietor until 1864. 
He was elected clerk of the Ohio 
house of representatives in 1856, and 
*as re-elected to the same position in 
1858. On the 18th of April, 1861, he 
^listed in Company O 'of the Fourth 
Ohio Volunteer infantry. He was com- 
j missioned first lieutenant and prom o­ 
ted to captain, and played a conspicu­ 
ous part in the battle of Rich moun­ 
tain. under General George B. Mc­ 
Clellan, Oct. 26, 1861. He wag prom o­ 
ted to major of the Eighty-second 
Ohio, and 
to lieutenant colonel in 
April, 1862, and was made colonel of 
the regiment in August of the same year. He was brevetted brigadier general 
Dec. I i, 1864, and appointed to that rank Jan. 12, 1865, and brevetted a major 
general March 3, 1865. 
He was severely wounded at the battle of Gettysburg, and participated 
in the battles of Rich Moutain, Cross Keys, Second Bull Run, Chancellors- 
ville, Resaca, Dallas, New Hope Church, Culfs Farm, Peach Tree Creek, Sa­ 
vannah. Arvelyeon and Bentonville. 
He was a leading Republican and was chairman of the Republican state 
ixecutive committee for many years, subsequent to 1877. In 1880 he was ap­ 
pointed commissioner of railroads and telegraphs and held the position for 
one year. 
In 1880 he was elected to the Forty-seventh congress from the 
Ninth district, Hardin, Marlon, Delaware, Union, Morrow and Knox counties. 
In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress from the Ninth district, 
composed of the same counties. 
He was elected secretary of state in 1884, defeating James W. Newman by 
a vote of 391,597 to 380,355, and was re-elected to the same office in 1886 over 
John McBride by a vote of 341,095 to 329,314. General Robinson was a man 
of marked ability. He died at Kenton at the age of 70 years. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON GEDDES. 
George W. Geddes of Mansfield was born at Mount Vernon, Ohio, July 16, 
3824; received a common school education; studied law in the office of Hon. 
Columbus Delano, and was admitted to the bar iii July, 1845, and was con­

The contingent just arrived 
on the Aller is the advance guard of 
tin* army of hard luck that is returning 
from the continent as fast as “money 
from home" will bring them from in­ 
terior points to Cherbourg or South­ 
ampton, where they meet tin* steam­ 
ers. 
Their passage home has been 
paid.

The majority of them are strangers 
in New York, awaiting remittances to 
take them home. They are well-to-do 
persons at that. 
Last June they paid

Cerifral James S. Robinson of Kenton, Hardin county, was born on a 
♦arn- iii Richland county, Ohio, near Mansfield, Oct. 14, 1827. 
He worked on

Scat a n. learned the trade of printing, 
‘ and en the 31st of December, 1845, r e ­ 
moved to Kenton, and in January, 


1846, established the Kenton Repub­ 
lican, of which he was editor and pro­ 
prietor until 1864. 
He was elected clerk of the Ohio 
house of representatives in 1856, and 
va? re-elected to the same position in 
1858. On the 18th of April, 1861, he 
#nlisted in Company G of the Fourth 
Ohio Volunteer infantry. He was com- 
i missioned first lieutenant and prom o­ 
ted to captain, and played a conspicu­ 
ous part in the battle of Rich moun­ 
tain. under General George B. Mc­ 
Clellan. Oct. 26, 1861. He was prom o­ 
ted to major of the Eighty-second 
Ohio, and 
to lieutenant colonel in 
April, 1862, and was made colonel of 
the rec im en t in August of the same year. He was brevetted brigadier general 
Dec lf, 1864, and appointed to th at rank Jan. 12, 1865, and brevetted a major 
general .March 3, 1865. 
He was severely wounded a t the battle of Gettysburg, and participated 
in the battles of Rich Moutain, Cross Keys, Second Bull Run, Chancellors­ 
h i p Resaca, Dallas, New Hope Church, Culf’s Farm, Peach Tree Creek, Sa­ 
vannah, Arvelyeon and Bentonville. 
He was a leading Republican and was chairman of the Republican state 
executive committee for many years, subsequent to 1877. In 1880 he was ap­ 
pointed commissioner of railroads and telegraphs and held the position for 
one year. 
In 1880 he was elected to the Forty-seventh congress from the 
Ninth district, Hardin, Marion, Delaware, Union, Morrow and Knox counties. 
In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress from the Ninth district, 
composed of the same counties. 
He was elected secretary of state in 1884, defeating James W. Newman by 
a vote of 391,597 to 380,355, and was re-elected to the same office in 1886 over 
John McBride by a vote of 341,095 to 329,314. General Robinson was a man 
of marked ability. He died at Kenton at the age of 70 years. 


G EO R G E WASHINGTON G E D D E S. 
George W. Geddes of Mansfield was born at Mount Vernon, Ohio. July 16, 
1S24; received a common school education; studied law in the office of Hon. 
Columbus Delano, and was admitted to the bar iii July, 1845, and was con­ 
tinuously engaged in the business of the profession till his demise; was 
elected judge of the court of common pleas of the Sixth judicial district in 
1856, and re-elected without opposition in 1861; after serving ten years on

- again returned to the practice; was the Democratic candidate for supreme 
judge in 1871.

W ashington. D. C., Aug. 31.—(Spe- 
ciai C orrespondence.)—For the 
past 
few weeks the Washington public has 
been highly 
entertained by a serio­ 
comic tight in the camp of the gentle­ 
men who so loudly proclaim 
their 
monopoly of the good motives of the 
universe. 
The occasion of this ludi­ 
crous jumble was furnished by the 
recent visit of the Boer delegates to 
the capital. 
When it was positively known that 
they were coming, It was the intention 
of the citizens, irrespective of party, 
to tender them a proper 
reception. 
However, before a meeting could be 
called by the representative business 
men of Washington the irrepressible 
Hon. William Sulzer, the Tammany 
congressman who revolves like a pin­ 
wheel, bobbed up and seized upon the 
undertaking. 
It appears that Sulzer had taken the 
precaution to have some correspond­ 
ence with the Boer officials, and this, 
according to the East Side mode of 
reasoning, clearly entitled him to pitch 
in and become the whole thing.

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OHIO IN CONGRESS 
FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


JAM ES S. ROBINSON. 
General James S. Robinson of Kenton, Hardin county, was born on a 
um in Richland county, Ohio, near Mansfield, Oct. 14, 1827. 
He worked on 
( 


{iii. received a common school ed- 
cation, learned the trade of printing, 
' aDd on the 31st of December, 1845, re­ 
moved to Kenton, and in January, 
jS46, established the Kenton Repub­ 
lican, of which he was editor and pro­ 
priety1, until 1864. 
He was elected clerk of the Ohio 
bouse of representatives in 1856, and 
*as re-elected to the same position in 
1858. On the 18th of April, 1861, he 
enlisted in Company G of the Fourth 
Ohio Volunteer infantry. He was com- 
i missioned first lieutenant and promo­ 
ted to captain, and played a conspicu­ 
ous part in the battle of Rich moun­ 
tain, under General George B. Mc­ 
Clellan. Oct. 26, 1861. He was promo­ 
ted to major of the Eighty-second 
Ohio, and 
to lieutenant colonel in 
April, 1862, and was made colonel of 
the regiment in August of the same year. He wras brevetted brigadier general 
Dec. 14, 1864, and appointed to that rank Jan. 12, 1865, and brevetted a major 
general March 3, 1865. 
He was severely wounded at the battle of Gettysburg, and participated 
in the battles of Rich Moutain, Cross Keys, Second Bull Run, Chancellors- 
vllle, Resaca, Dallas, New Hope Church. Culf’s Farm, Peach Tree Creek, Sa­ 
vannah, Arvelyeon and Bentonville. 
He was a leading Republican and was chairman of the Republican state 
•xecutive committee for many years, subsequent to 1877. In 1880 he was ap­ 
pointed commissioner of railroads and telegraphs and held the position for 
one year. 
In 1880 he was elected to the Forty-seventh congress from the 
Ninth distric t, Hardin, Marion, Delaware, Union, Morrow and Knox counties. 
In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress from the Ninth district, 
composed of the same counties. 
He was elected secretary of state in 1884, defeating James W. Newman by 
a vote of 391,597 to 380,355, and was re-elected to the same office in 1886 over 
John McBride by a vote of 341,095 to 329,314. General Robinson was a man 
of marked ability. He died at Kenton at the age of 70 years. 


GEORGIS WASHINGTON GEDDES. 
George W. Geddes of Mansfield was born at Mount Vernon, Ohio, July 16, 
3S24; received a common school education; studied law in the office of Hon. 
Columbus Delano, and was admitted to the bar in July, 1845, and was con­ 
tinuously engaged in the business of the profession till his demise; w*as 
elected judge of the court of common pleas of the Sixth judicial district in 
1856, and re-elected without opposition in 1861; after serving ten years on 
the bench he returned to the practice until 1868, when he was again elected 
L Judge of the same court for five years, at the expiration of which time he 
^ again returned to the practice; was the Democratic candidate for supreme 
judge in 1871. 
/ 
He was elected to the Forty-sixth congress in 1878 from the Fifteenth 
district, Richland, Knox, Holmes, Coshocton and Tuscarawas. 
In 1880 he 
was elected to the Forty-seventh congress from the Fourteenth district, Rich­ 
land, Ashland*. Holmes, Wyandot and Crawford; to the Forty-eighth In 1882 
from the Fourteenth district, then composed of the counties of Richland, 
Ashland, Huron and Lorain, and to the Forty-ninth in 1884 from the Six­ 
teenth district, Richland, Holmes, Lorain, Huron and Ashland. 
Mr. Geddes 
was an aggressive and consistent Democrat. 


JONATHAN T. U PD EG RA FF. 
Dr. Jonathan T. Updegraff of Mount Pleasant was born in Jefferson 
v* county, Ohio; was educated in the common schools and at Franklin college in 
that state; is a farmer and physician; worked on a farm until nineteen years 
of age; studied medicine and graduated at the University of Pennsylvania, 
and afterward at the medical schools of Edinburgh and Paris. 
Dr. Updegraff was a Republican and one of the leaders of his party in 
the eastern part of the state, and was a very successful organizer of political 
campaigns. He was a member of the senate in the Sixtieth general assembly. 
In 1878 he was elected to the Forty-sixth congress from the Eighteenth 
district, Jefferson, Carroll, Columbiana, Harrison and Belmont counties. 
In 
1880 he was chosen from the Sixteenth district, composed of the counties of 
Jefferson, Harrison, Belmont, Guernsey and Noble. 
He served but a portion 
of his second term, dying somewhat unexpectedly in 1881, and was succeeded 
by Joseph D. Taylor of Guernsey county. 


HENRY Lu MOREY. 
Henry Lee Morey of Hamilton, Butler county, was born on a Butler 
county farm, April 8, 1841. He received his education in the common schools 
»nd a local * academy at the village of Rising Sun, and afterward entered 
Miami university at Oxford. 
With the commencement of the civil war In 
1861 he left the university, as a member of the University Rifles, a military 
organization which was attached to the Twentieth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 
Mid served an enlistment of three months in West Virginia. He then enlisted 
in the Seventy-fifth Ohio for the term of three years, and served under Gen­ 
ial* Schenck in West Virginia, Sigel in the Valley of Virginia, Pope and 
Hatoh in Florida and Gillmore at the siege of Charleston. 
He was promoted to corporal, sergeant, second lieutenant, first lleuten- 
MU and captain, and was mustered out at the end of his enlistment with the 
latter grade. He then studied law and was admitted to the bar in 1807, and 
bagan the practice in Hamilton, where he has a large practice in 1899. 
He was elected city solicitor in 1871, and was re-elected. 
In 1873 he was 
* dieted prosecuting attorney of Butler county. In 1875 he was the Republican 
candidate for the state senate on the Republican ticket and was defeated. He 
elected to the Forty-seventh congress In 1880 from the Third district, 
butler, Warren, Clinton, Fayette and Clermont counties. 
He was declared 
•iccUd to the Forty-eighth congress in 1882 from the Seventh district, BuUer, 


Breese, Warren and Clermont counties, but was unseated upon the contest of 
JMues E. Campbell. 
In 1888 he was elected to the Fifty-first congress from the Seventh dis- 
tflct, composed of Butler, Greene, Clermont and Warren. His record in con* 
£*8 was h ghly creditable. He is. in 1899, one of the recognised Republican 
landers of tho state.

A T ONCE. 


A Liberal Proposition Made by Thom 


as Bros, is Spoken of by the

Canton. Youngstown and Akron what 
they are today, and it 
would 
have 
done the same or more for Lisbon. 
The past, however, is behind us; the 
present is with us, and the future yet 
to come. 
The proposition laid before our peo­ 
ple by the Thomas Brothers, of East 
Liverpool, well known and successful 
pottery operators, with an abundance 
of capital, to construct and keep in 
operation a flvekiln 
pottery 
plant, 
employing nearly 200 men, for a cash 
bonus of $10,000 and a land donation 
that will bring them an additional 
$10,000, while it looks like an onerous 
burden for a town of 4,000 people to 
assume, is really one of the 
fairest 
propositions th at have recently been 
placed before our people. 
It 
looks 
like a large sum of money to raise,! 


but it will prove, as the 
tin mill has 
proved, the best investme nt our busi­ 
ness men and property owners have 
ever made. 
The success of this enterprise will 
invite others and before many years 
it will not 
be necessary for Lisbon 
to offer bonuses to secure 
manufac­ 
turing enterprises, and the increase in 
population aud capital that this and 
other enterprises will bring will 
re­ 
move the burdens of that nature.
